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REMARKS 

In response to a Notice to Correct Defects, Applicant has amended the 
claims so that claims submitted in the previous amendment as 19-36 have 
been renumbered to reflect the Examiner's understanding that claims 19-20 
should be removed because they were never filed as claims 19-20 in the 
original filing, and that claims 21-36 should actually be numbered as claims 
19-34, as the Examiner believes the claims were originally submitted. 

In light of the statements above, Applicant respectfully requests 
examination of claims 1 -34. If any impediment to the allowance of these 
claims remains after entry of this Amendment, and such impediment could be 
alleviated during a telephone interview, the examiner is invited to call David W.
